ner is afflicted with leprosy as the result! 
of his heroic self sacrifice in working 
among lepers in South Africa, he bus 
no intention of abandoning his active

disease, but bas decided to devote the 


1 remaiudtr of his life to lepers. 


He has just offered his services to 


the mission to iepers in India and the 
east, but it is felt that there is greater 
scope for his work ia South Africa, 
where he knows a!l the conditions, and 
be vrill probably return to that field. o£ 
labor.
